French T elephone 
System Follows 
American Style 


French fede aicisnse telephone line 
are now being constructed on Amer 
ican princinles, says M. Paul Laflont 
Under Secretary of State for Posts 
Teleyraphs and Telephones, in an in 
terview recently published in the 
Paris edition of the New York Her 
ald. 

Mr. Laffont pays high tribute te 
the excellence of American telephone 
methods, and admits that in France 
“there Is no ‘universal System: or 
no-delay basis.,” te attributes the 
inferiority of the French gxovernment- 
owned telephone system to scarcity 
ef funds, pointing out that “it hae 
never had sufficient appropriations 
ard these were allotted for the perior 
of the fiseal year.” 

A financial reorganization of the 
'Desartment of Posts, Telezraphs and 
Telephones has, however, been voted 
by fhe Chamber of Deputies and the 
Financial Comittee of the Senate, 
M. Laffont expresses the opinion thet 
under the new arrangements, “the 
postal advinstration will in future 
acteon practical busIness principles,” 
and that the realization of its @e 
velopment. program “will practically 
remedy the French telephone system. 

According to the. latest available 
figures, however, France has only one 
telephone for every 76 persons, as 
compared with one telephone for ev- 
ery seven people in the United States.
